TURKS FLEE BEFORE
FIERCE COSSACK RAID

Russians Push Columns Farther Into

Asiatic '.t"urkoy.
FPETROGRAD, Nov, b

Additional victories for Russian troops
In thelr Invasion of Aslatic Turkey wera
announced in an oMeial report from the
General Btalf lssued here today. The
Cossncks are advancing rapldly and In-
flicting sudden blows upon the Turks.

The officlal report aays:

“In the Caucasum, one of our columns
suddenly attacked the enemy near
Ardost, 15 miles south of Kars, near the
Armenian frontler. The Turks fled, de-
marting thelr wounded.

“Dislodging the Turks from thelr poal-
tione at T4 (about 68 mlles wenst of
Ardont), the Russian troops took a large
guantity of food supplies, Our troops
captured Khorasuan (southeast of Id in
Armenia), after a sharp fight. The Rus-
alan forde thers conalated of 100 Coshacks.
They attacked ths ensmy's trenches and
sabred the Turkiah infantry.

“Another Russian column, traveling 54
milea in 80 hours over difficult roads,
encountered Turkish troops at Myssoune
and Diyadin (about 6 miles west of the
frontler). Our troops dlsporaed & larie
force of Kurds and occupled Diyadin,
whers we took a large quantity of mu-
nitions of war and numerous prisoners.

“On November 3 we ocaptured Bayasid
after routing the Turkish troops, who
offered strong realstance.'*

GREAT BRITAIN ANNEXES
THE ISLAND OF CYPRUS

Takes Possession of Nominal Turkish
Territory.

LONDON, Nov. 6,—Great Britain has
annexed the Inland of Cyprus. OfMolal

by the Gazstts today. Oyprus has for-
merly been nominally a Turkish posses-
alon, but In reallty it has belonged to
England since that country took control
of It and governed It by a resident com-
mission

or.
The lsland has a population of more
than 20000, It |s sbout 14 miles long
and from 40 to B0 miles In width,
OfMiclal announcement was made by the
Government that Britlsh forcea would
not molest nny of the Mohammedan
haly places, Including the wshrines In
Mesopotamia, nor would it bombard the
t::l of Jeddah, where there are & num-
of templos. I
The proclamsation mnnouncing the an-
nexation of Cyoruw follows:
“By reason of the war the terms of the
nyention betweon Great Britaln ard
regurding Cyprus become an-
nylled. Therefore it appeurs that Cypras
should be annexed to form part of the
King's dominlons In order that the
proper provislon may be made for the
protection and Government of the laland.
And It is ng ordered that, mf: the
presant date, Cyprus accordingly an-
nexed. Thia dooument may be clied as
‘Cyprus annexation order, 4. ™
